Fred's Super Dollar Stores have 
been in business across the 
Southeastern United States for over 
50 years, and Elba soon will be 
added to the long list of cities hous 
ing the business 

Construction of the store has been 
underway for a few months now, 
and Mike Russell, owner of Russell 
Construction, said the building 
should be ready to turn over to the 
Fred’s people by the middle of 
\pril 

Once complete, he said the 
16,000 sq. ft. heated and cooled 
building will offer a variety of items 
to the people of the community, as 
well as, an 1800 sq. ft. garden cen 
ter and a drive-thru pharmacy. 

“[ wanted to bring a Fred’s to 
Elba because | feel it will be great 
for the economy,” Russell said 
‘There are more than 300 of these 
stores in the Southeast U.S., and 
they stock over 1,200 different 
items.” 

Bringing Fred’s to Elba is some- 
thing that Russell said he had been 
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working towards for a couple of 
years because the growth the busi 

ness tas shown in past years could 
bring a positive mark to the city 

According to Fred's) Annual 
Report for 1997, both sales and 
earnings reached a new high during 
the year. ‘Total sales for the year 
rose 1& percent to $492.2 million 
compared to $418.3 million in 
1996, Net income for 1997 rose 69 
percent to $9.8 million or $.84 per 
basic share as compared to the $5.8 
million or $,50 per basic share the 
previous year, 

Net sales for Fred’s Super Dollar 
Stores also showed an increase by 
reaching $74 million This was a 
17.7 percent increase from previous 
years, and $42 million of the 
increase was attributed to the net 
addition of 48 store locations and 40 
pharmacies during the year. 

In his letter to shareholders, 
Micheal Hayes, chief executive 
officer and president of Fred’s, 
attributed much of the companies 
growth spurt to its dedication of 
offering quality products to con- 
sumers 

“A Fred’s will give people an 
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opportunity to shop more at home 
for their products,” Russell said 
“They carry everything from sport- 
ing equipment, cleaning supplies, 
clothes, lawn and garden equip- 
ment, and electronics to some turni- 
ture,” 

He said this will bring in many 
desired tax dollars for the city. But, 
tax dollars aren't isn’t the only thing 
the store will offer the city and peo- 
ple of Elba. 

Russell said the store has already 
been good for the community as 
construction and much of the work 
has been completed or is being han- 
dled by local people. He added that 
when the store opens sometime 
around the middle of May or first of 
June, there will be approximately 24 
or 25 employees and most of these 
people will be local people. 

Russell said he is excited about 
bringing Fred’s to Elba, and the 
people of Fred’s seem to be excited 
about their new venture as well. 

“Fred’s is a working people’s 
store,” he said. “And, that’s exactly 
the kind of people we have here in 
Elba, | think its going to be a great 
relationship all around.’ 


Elba Police Department's two newest 
members introduced to city council

The Elba City Council were intro 
duced to two new Elba police offi- 
cers Monday night. They also dis- 

ussed drainage problems, from 
high on Highland Drive to the bas¢ 
of the Elba levee. 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
introduced the two newest members 
of the police department. Mark 
Anderson has 14 years experience 
and Danny Richards has been in 
police work for one year. Both plan 
to make their home in Elba. 

Whitworth also told council 
members he is looking into two new 
federal grant programs which might 
be of benefit to Elba. One is to pur- 
chase bullet proof vests for officers 
and the other is to address youth 
violence. 

Harold Berry told council mem- 
bers about an on-going drainage 
problem at his home on Highland 
Drive. He pointed out that he and 
his neighbors have been contending 
with this for many years, and it is 
only getting worse. The heavy rains 
of two weeks ago caused a retaining 
wall he constructed for water con- 
trol to blow out. he also said that a 
two hundred foot 24” drain pipe

114 in the northeast por 
tion of the county, A warrant for 
attempted murder has been 
signed and authorities are look- 
ing for Wallace Holmes, 43, of 
Ozark, Ala. He reportedly left 
the scene of the shooting on a 
dark blue, four-door, 1999 
Mercury Marquis bearing 
Alabama license plate 26CN099, 
Cooks was taken to Medical 
Center Enterprise by the Elba 
Rescue Squad where — she 
received treatment for her 
wound

of Holmes’ whereabouts is asked 
to call the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department at 894- 
5535 or their local law enforce- 
ment agency. The incident

paid for by him and his neighbor 
and installed by the city is not large 
enough. He told council members 
that that size was purchased at the 
recommendation of previous 
administrations. 

Mayor James Grimes, speaking 
for the entire council, said they 
would put his problem on the long 
list and as time and money becomes 
available, they would surely address 
the issue, 

Grimes also informed the council 
that a HUD disaster recovery grant 
program to repair damage has more 
funds than originally thought and 
Elba’s share is now up to 
$427,387.50, This will be used for a 
project on Martin Luther King 
Drive and on Putnam Street, The 
additional funds will allow the 
drainage improvement on Putnam 
to extend to Claxton Ave, (at the 
Methodist Church) and connecting 
streets, the project will also include 
repaying the streets after the 
drainage improvements, 

This HUD project includes a 25% 
local match,, however Grimes says 
the city can do some in kind work 
with the street department equip- 
ment, thus cutting down on the actu- 
al cash outlay, 

City ’ Clerk Donnie Morrow 
reported to the council that the util- 
ity department is actively working 
to complete the underground elec- 
trical connection to the new Fred's 
building on the bypass. Water and 
sewage connections to this building 
are complete, Morrow said that 
water and electric connections are 
complete to the Lawford/Purvis 
shopping center across from Fred's 
and the sewage connections are now 
underway 

Council member Harold Bannin 
questioned the clerk about several 
holes from removed power poles at 
the renovated Mulberry ball park. 
He noted the danger of broken legs 


if they are not filled. The clerk 
assured him this problem would be 
addressed, 

The council approved a resolution 
with the local schools to continue 
the summer feeding program. 

Grimes reported that possession 
of the old high school auditorium 
has been returned to the city and it is 
in the process of being inspected 
and estimates gotten on making the 
necessary repairs. 

Council member Winzell Gray 
reported that the Bros Club had a 
successful volunteer clean-up in the 
Mulberry area on Saturday and 
were planning to extend to to a city- 
wide project soon, 
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Fred’s Super Dollar Store making Elba its newest home

County Water Authority one step closer

“The Coffee County Commission 
took little time in tending to county 
business and getting on about their 
own Monday morning. 
Commissioners were done and gone 
in less than hour. 

Most of the business took place 
during the “general business from 
the commissioners” portion of the 
meeting.

The three 
incorporators named in the applica- 
tion are: Linda Westbrook, Al Brit, 
and Eddie B. Jones, all registered 
voters of Coffee County and proper- 
ty owners as required by state code. 
This is the first step necessary in 
creating a county-wide public water 
authority. 

The commission adopted the res- 
olusion allowing the process to 
begin. 

In connection with thai same mat- 
ter, Commissioner Westbrook rec- 
ommended that a seven-member 
board of directors be appointed to 
the county-wide authority.

Commissioner Westbrook had 
some good news concerning the 
flood mitigation buy-out program. 
She said that notification has been 
received from Alabama's 
Emergency Management Agency 
that the funds are now available via 
“Smartlink.” 

There are eight (8) individuals 
that have agreed to the plan, and the 
deeds are in the process of being 
prepared by the county’s attorney. 
When this process is completed, the 
proper notification will be made and 


the money will be paid to the indi- 
viduals involved in the buy-out pro- 
gram. There were two (2) individu- 
als who had signed up for the pro- 
gram but have since decided not to 
participate in the program. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
requested that Co, Rd. 614 in the 
Goodman Community which “lacks 
957 feet being completely paved” 
be finished by the county’s highway 
department at their convenience so 
as not to interfere with previously 
scheduled jobs. He made a motion 
to that effect which passed unani- 
mously. 

Stephens commented that the 
road provides access to the 
Goodman Assembly of God 
Church, 

Commission Chairman Kayo 
Lewis made a motion that all coun- 
ty-owned vehicles, including vehi- 
cles belonging to the sheriff's 
department, be marked with decals. 

It was noted that sheriff's depart- 
ment vehicles used for investiga-

Grand jury indicts Enterprise 
man in grandfather’s murder

The grandson arrested — and 
charged in the murder of his grand 
father last week has been indicted 
on capital murder charges 

A special grand jury met Monday 
morning and returned an indictment 
of capital murder against Paul 
Edward Smith, 32, of 106 
Mayflower Street , Enterprise. The 
first degree murder-robbery charge 
is because Smith allegedly killed 
his grandfather, Benjamin Franklin 
Smith, Sr, 94, while robbing him of 
a reportedly small amount of 
money, 

An autopsy performed on the vie 
tim listed the probable cause of 
death as “multiple blunt force trau 
ma to the head, neck, chest and 
abdomen.” 

Authorities believe that beating 
death of Smith took place between 
11 p.m. and midnight on Saturday, 
March 13. His body was discovered 
by his son, Benjamin’ Franklin 
Smith, Jr. (the father of the suspect) 
who lived next door to his father in 
a mobile home, The front door of 
the elder Smith resident, a small 
brick home, was not locked and 
showed no signs of a forced entry 


The back entrance to the dwelling 
was locked 

Investigators believe that Smith 
acted alone in allegedly killing his 
grandfather; however, nothing has 
been ruled out in the case 

Smith has been held in the Coffee 
County Jail since his arrest on 
Sunday, March !4, He was denied 
bail during his initial appearance 
before District Judge Steve Blair, 

Monday morning, following his 
arrest. on the grand jury's indict- 
ment, Paul E. Smith was arraigned 
before Circuit Judge Gary MeAliley 
where he entered a “not guilty 
plea.” He plead not guilty to the 
charge by reason of mental disease 
or detect 

Phe judge advised Smith that an 
indictment by a grand jury does not 
determine guilt or innocence, it 
merely determines probable cause 
that a crime was committed by the 
accused, He was once again denied 
bail by Judge MeAliley and 
returned to the county jail to await 
trial 

No trail date has been set, and the 
invesigation is conunuing by the 
Coftee County Sheriff's 
Department and the 12th Judicial 
Circuit District Attorney's office.

These changes are not restricted 
to Alabama, Apparel employment 
nationally has declined by 25% 
since 1992. This is a recent phe- 
nomenon and it is accelerating. U.S. 
textile employment during the same 
period has decreased 12%. This 
decline is not recent, but has been 
going on for many years. It is asso- 
ciated with heavy annual capital 
investment in new technology, 
which produces much more fabric 
with less labor. Textile production is 
actually increasing during these 
changes. Over the same period, tex- 
tile shipments, on a national level, 
have increased 17% (in dollars - not 
adjusted for inflation), while fiber

A similar, but more dramatic pic 
ture can be seen in the state figures 
State employment in fabric manu 
facturing has gone down by 10% 
while apparel = manufacturing

During the same period, textile 
gross state product has gone up 6% 
and apparel production — has 
decreased 23%, Textile production 
is increasing and apparel production 
and employment are both decreas 
ing 

hese figures are at the root of the 
general misunderstanding of what is 
going on in the industry today, The 
explanation is fhat the domestic 
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sumes just over 1/3 of fabric pro 
duction) is being shifted to Mexico 
and the Caribbean, but is still using 
US fabric. NAFTA (the North 
American Free Trade Agreement) is 
given credit (or blame) for this, 
because it lowered tariffs and other 
barriers to trade in and out of 
Mexico and Canada. Out-of-country 
production actually started before 
NAFTA, with trade legislation that 
lowered tariffs on apparel made 
elsewhere, but with US fabric. It 
was greatly accelerated by the 
devaluation of the Mexican Peso 
and other currencies that occurred 
soon after NAPIPA was passed. The 
other 2/3 of textile output is divided 
between home furnishings and 
industrial/technical fabrics, which 
are much less seriously impacted by 
imports. These areas are relatively 
unaffected by the changes. It is 
important to note that a great many 
sewing operations will not have an 
incentive to move. Specialized com- 
panies that have a strong customer 
focus, have a special market niche, 
need a very quick response to 
orders, or tend to produce a high 
volume of small orders will not find

What is NAFTA doing to our textile industry? 


it profitable or necessary to move 
their production 

Why are these changes occurring? 
The real driving force behind this 
industry transformation is the ever 
increasing surge of imports from 
outside our hemisphere - originally 
from Japan, then China, and now all 
of Asia and even Eastern Europe 
These countries have the advantage 
of waves often less than one tenth of 
ours. With the current state of 
automation, the cost of labor in yam 
and fabne manufacturing is now a 
very small part of the total cost and 
U.S. fabric production is very com 
petitive globally. Although there 
have been impressive technical 
achievements, the labor in sewing Is 
sull very high. Our manufacturers 


-have--reluctantly realized that the _ 


most effective way to beat compet 
tion from outside our hemisphere 1s 
to make fabric in the US and sew it 
in Mexico and the Caribbean. The 
figures show that the strategy 1s 
working - it is allowing U.S. appar 
el fabric manufacturers to increase 
domestic production in the face of 
growing and spreading competition 
from outside the hemisphere 
Mexico has now surpassed China as 
the major exporter of garments to 
the U. S. and two thirds of the gar- 
ments coming from Mexico contain 
US fabrics. 

Russell Corporation in Alexander 
City is a vivid example of these 
changes in action. Russell, who 
makes yarn, fabric, and apparel, is 
the world leader in innovation for 
cutting and sewing automation. In 
their effort to reduce the labor in 
sewing, they introduced laser cut- 
ting and automated fabric handling 
and sewing to an extent unmatched 
by any other company. The econom- 


ic forces were overpowering, how 
ever, and the new technology wa 
no match for the low labor costs that 
their competitors enjoy. Much of 
Russell's sewing will be done in 
Mexico and the Caribbean and will 
use fabric made by them in 
Alabama. Russell's costs will g 
down, earnings will go up, domestic 
production will actually increase, 
and Russell will emerge as a 
stronger, more viable company that 
can contribute to Alabama’s eco 
nomic health for many more gener 
avons 

Alabama has not been passive as 
these changes have occurred but has 
exerted strony leadership in support 
of the industry. The National Textile 
Center, funded every year through 


_the Department of Commerce, is 


working through Auburn and five — 


other universities to do research that 
will bring a new vision to our 
changing industry. 

Alabama’s congressional delega 
tion, led by Senators Shelby and 
Sessions, and Representatives 
Callahan and Riley has been stal 
wart in the effort to continue fund- 
ing for this work and we should be 
proud of what they do for our state, 

In summary, our textile industry 

is not declining, but growing and 
changing. The changes will make it 
more nimble, more competitive, 
better able to meet the needs of the 
consumer, and ultimately a stronger 
contributor to our state and national 
economy.

On February 25, The Washington 
Post reported that the 1996 
Immigration Reform Act has pro- 
duced “record deportation levels” 
of illegal aliens over the past two 
years The paper stated that 
171,154 illegal immigrants were 
expelled from the United States in 
1998 - a S50 percent increase over 
1997 levels 

Before the passage of the 1996 
immigration reform law, many 
aliens had been able to avoid depor- 
tation by launching legal challenges 
against the Justice Department by 
charging the U.S. Government with 
violation of their free speech. 

In such cases, aliens would claim 
that the government was attempting 
io deport them for their expression 
of controversial political views.

The Immigration Reform Act 
sought to remove such legal barrier 
(or legal loopholes) to the deporta 
tion of illegal aliens 

In support of the Immigration 
Reform Act, the Supreme Court 
ruled on February 24 that illegal 
aliens could not shield, themselves 
from deportation by claiming free 
speech violation of their political 
Views 

Justice Antonin Scalia wrote: “An 
alien unlawfully in this country has 
no constitutional right to assert 
selective enforcement as a defense 
against his deportation,” 

The Supreme Court ruling stems 
from a case in which the U.S 
Government has been attempting 
since 1987 t= deport seven 
Palestinians with links to a terrorist 
organization. The aliens claimed 
they were being selectively targeted 
because of their fundraising efforts 
for the Popular Front for the 


Liberation of Palestine (PFLP), 


The PFLP has been characterized 
by the U.S. Government as a terror- 
ist group which has opposed U.S. 
peace efforts in the Middle East. 
The aliens’ deportation was blocked 
by a lower federal court until the 
Supreme Court issued its ruling 
upholding the Immigration Reform 
Act two weeks ago. 

Americans should be pleased that 
their legal system is finally working 
for them and not for the benefit of 
illegal aliens, alien criminals and 
terrorists.

James Frank Hutchinson, 80, died 
at the Bay Pines VA Medical Center 
in St. Petersburg, Fla., February 28, 
1999. Funeral services were held

Born in New Brockton” on 
December 7, 1918, to Curtis and 
Willa Brunson Hutchison, Frank 
was the youngest of II children. 
Other than spending his junior-high 
school years in Florida, Frank was 
educated in the New Brockton 
school system from which he gradu- 
ated. He then moved back to St. 
Petersburg and joined the U.S. Army 
in 1940. 

Frank, who turned 23 the day the 
Japanese bombed Pearl Harbor, was 
an infantry instructor at Fort 
Benning, Ga., and then went over- 
sees where he fought in the North 
African campaign and in Europe. 
Serving alongside war-hero-turned- 
movie-star Audie Murphy, Sgt. 
Hutchinson was the recipient of two 
Purple Hearts and earned a Bronze 
Star after 420 days of combat. 
Commemorating his most notable 
battle at Italy's Anzio Beachhead, 
Frank was an active participant in 
the Anzio survivors association and 
regularly attended their conventions. 

Upon returning to the states, 
Frank went to work at the Bay Pines 
Veterans Administration complex in 
St. Petersburg as a painter in the 
engineering department, and retired 
from there in 1973 after 25 years. 

He is a past president of the St. 
Petersburg Painters Union and the 
Bay Pines Federal Employees

Union. Frank also served as past 
commander of the VEW Post 9272 
in Seminole, Fla., plus he was a 
member of the Blind Veterans 
Association of Bay Pines, and the 
Chapter 13 DAV in St. Pete Beach 
Though he spent most of his adult 
years in Florida, few things made 
Frank happier than to return to 
Coffee County to visit family and 
friends, or to attend the annual 
Brunson Reunion in Elba. Many of 
his siblings, who have since passed 
on, spent their lives in Coffee 
County, including his brother Julian 
Hutchison who lived on Hwy. 84 in 
New Brockton; his brother Willie B. 
Hutchison who settled with his fam- 
ily in Elba; Matt Hutchison who 
resided in Coffee County; and Roy 
Hutchison Sr., who operated a coun 
try store in the 1970s in Enterprise at 
the intersection of Hwy, 4 and the 
Bypass. Frank knew that the cuisine 
and the hospitality of Elba was 
unmatched anywhere else, and he 


fee was a result of his home county's 
name 

Family was important to Frank, as 
was South Alabama history. In fact, 
Frank happened to have Judge 
Brunson’s book Pea River 
Reflections with him reading it 
when he was hospitalized in the 
Midas at Bay Pines for an war- 
inflicted injury. At that time, 
President Gerald Ford was touring 
the facility and stopped to chat with 
“Hutch” and signed his family book. 

Frank was a proud and longtime 
subscriber to the Elba Clipper. His 
family tells us that the highlight of 
his week would be receiving the 
Clipper in the mail. Straining with a 
magnifying glass, the legally-blind 
Coffee County native would revel in 
the news of home. Frank’s daughter 
Darlene (a Troy State graduate) 
reports that she even read her 
father’s last Clipper to him Saturday 
night, just hours before he passed 
on, 

Frank’s mother’s family, the 
Brunsons, settled in Coffee County 
in 1853. 

Frank Hutchinson is survived by 
his wife Jackie; a sister Annie 
Hutchison Tyler of Seminole, Fla.;

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Salary Strikes In Sports

In every small town, every big 
city, and on every farm there is a 
young kid out there with a dream of 
one day making it all possible 
They dream of making their hopes 
of wearing a professional jersey to 
work everyday a possibility without 
ever asking for a dime, they simply 
want to play because they have a 
love for the game. However, many 
times this is not the case. Most of 
the professional athletes play not 
because they love the game but 
because of the millions that they 
will earn year after year. Such is the 
case in major league baseball, bas- 
ketball, and hockey. These leagues 
have recently gone on strike against 
the managers in order to avoid a 
salary cap that will limit their 
already astronomical wages. This 
has had a devastating effect on the 
sports’ economy as many fans have 
walked out on athletic competitions 
and gone to other forms of enter- 
tainment, while the players are left 
bickering not on the playing field 
but in their fancy suits and ties. 

In 1996, the baseball season 
ended eurly when the players held a 
strike over a salary cap dispute and 
almost all of the games following 
the all-star break were canceled 
Then the 1997 season started amid 
turmoil, as there came a threat of 
having replacement players to par- 
ticipate rather than the ‘real’ pro 
athletes. When the players finally 
took the field, the fans expressed 
their disgust, and there was an 
attendance drop of close to 18 per- 
cent below the 1996 season atten- 


dance records. The greedy owners 
and players could have very well 
tarnished baseball forever as many 
fans vowed to never watch a Major 
League Baseball game again. More 
recently, the NBA season was put 
on hold as the owners proposed a 
‘hard’ salary cap and stated that the 
season would not go on under the 
existing system. The players began 
to cry ‘foul’ despite earning 57% of 
the leagues annual 1.7 billion dollar 
revenue. The most surprising part 
of it is that the players do not think 
that they are being greedy at all and

A database is a program that is 
used to organize large amounts of 
like information, such as mailing 
lists, inventory data, and sales infor- 
mation. It gives a person more 
options for organized storage and 
for retrieval, analysis, and reporting 
of data. There are two main types of 
databases. A flat file database con- 
tains only one table. A relational 
database contains at least two tables 
that share information, and both 
tables contribute to reports and 
forms. Both types of database share 
the same basic structure of fields, 
records, and field types. 

The students in this class learn the 
parts of the computer, how to oper- 
ate a computer, and the equipment 
that can be used with a computer. 
They learn about printers, computer 
programs, and other computer 
skills.

*** The Elba Lady Tigers swept a twin-bill from Zion Chapel last week 
to nose their record above the .SOO mark, at 4-3. The Lady Tigers received 
a total of 26 walks in the two wins, and really didn’t get a lot of chances to 
swing their bats, but they did show that they knew the difference between 
a good pitch and a bad pitch, and took advantage of what their opponents 
gave them. The highlight of the two wins was the fact Elba failed to allow 
a single run in either game. Zion Chapel had only two runners reach third, 
and two more reach second in the two games combined, and the Lady 
Tigers committed only three errors in the double-header, There1s-atot-of 
softball left to play, but maybe the girls are beginning to get some confi- 
dence that they will need in weeks to come. 

*** The Elba Lady Tiger Junior Varsity ran its record to 9-0 last week, 
und for the second straight year has been big winners on the diamond. 
While a perfect record is certainly something to be proud of, the fact that 
Elba’s coaches have played everybody on the roster in each of the double- 
headers makes the feat even more remarkable. The Lady Tigers use their 
starting line-up in the opening game of a double-header, then empty the 
bench in the second game and use only three starters along with the eight 
reserves. The starting line-up has won its five games by a combined score 
of 82-9, while the second bunch has surrendered some runs, but has won 
all four of its games by a combined score of 74-53. The Junior Varsity has 
averaged over 17 runs per game this season, and could be on its way to a 
perfect season, 

*** The NCAA tournament has now reached the “Final 4,” and while 
some of the favored teams have been upset along the way, there are no 
teams that are upset with the money they have made for their conferences 
during the course of the annual event. The NCAA tournament means big 
bucks for everyone involved, and the split for the conferences is really 
huge. The amount the conferences get is based upon teams that make the 
tournament and the teams’ number of wins. The conferences get one “unit” 
for every team that makes the tournament, and another for each victory. A 
“unit” this year is worth $444,000, and like a lottery, the amount is prorat- 
ed over a period of six years, which means winning a tournament game 
pays roughly $74,000 a year for six years. The total TV money this season 
is $215 million, of which $55 million will go to the conferences that had 
teams that participated in the event. Another $100 million will reward pro- 
grams for the number of teams and scholarship athletes it supports, as well 
as, insurance and academic tutoring for athletes, and emergency grants. 

Back to the tournament....not the teams, but the leagues, get the money, 
and they then share the total among all the schools in the conference. An 
example would be Northwestern, which has never made it to the NCAA 
tournament, Despite never making a trip to the tourney, the Wildcats will 
get one-eleventh of the Big Ten’s share of the winning, which now stands 
at over $70,000 a year for the next six years, The biggest winners this year 
have been the Big Ten and the SEC, which could combine to get over $16 
million before the tournament ends. I know that Mississippi State was upset 
over not making the tournament; however, the $70,000 a year for the next 
SIX years it will get for this year’s SEC success should help. Also, this does- 
n't include the amount the conferences are already getting for tournament 
teams and wins over the past six years. When you take a look at the money 
that the school’s make, it really is “March Madness!” 

*** The Alabama High School Athletic Association is expected to 
release the student enrollment figures of its member schools this week, as 
well as the new classifications of its members for the 2000-2001 school 
years. While this has always been fun to watch, and to see which schools 
move up or down in classification, the changes this time will mean even 
more to the actual schools, since the AHSAA will also change from the 
‘Area’ set-up to the “Region” set-up for the 2000 and 2001 school years. 
rhe change will be made to do away with the two and three team areas, and 
supposedly help some teams get 10-game schedules. The change will also 
mean a lot longer road trips, because if the region alignment had been in 
etfect this past year, Elba would have probably been in the region with 
Excel, Flomaton, UMS-Wright, Washington County, Leroy, Slocomb and 
MelIntosh, That would have been some long Friday night rides for the play- 
ers, band and fans,Playing new teams will be fun, but the long road trips 
will put a strain on the budgets of the school and the fans. I'll pass along 
the changes as soon as I get my hands on them, and let you know what is 
ahead in the new century. 

*** Former Pike County Bulldog coach Wayne Grant returned home last 
week when it was announced that he had been approved as the new head 
football coach at the school, Grant led the Bulldogs to their most success- 
ful seasons ever during his previous stint as head coach, and according to 
published reports will earn $50,000 per year as the Bulldogs’ head man. It 
may take Coach Grant a while to turn the Pike County program back 
around, but if it can be done you can bet he is the man to do it.

“But the winners of the war write 
the history books So they've 
tried to turn this thing into an aboli 
tionist’s war,’ he said 

Chancey asserted that those con 
federate ancestors fought to detend 
their right to determine their own 
destiny as a people and compared 
the Confederates to those whe 
fought against King George's rul 
in the American War tor 
Independence 

“We did it in 1770 when King 
George went bonkers, and we say, 
‘well those guys are alright.” 

“But now the nation says the 
ones in the 1860s that did that, they 
were treasonists. Nonsense,” he 
said. 

“The southern Confederate 
heroes have been villainized by a 
distortion of true history.” 

Chancey encouraged the mem 
bers of the UDC to keep up their 
membership and prospective mem 
bers to join the club to aid in pre 
serving the honor of those fallen

Tindell requested a resolution be 
passed giving him permission to 
proceed with the legal process in 
officially closing the road.
